^2  ^"^  more  interesting  incidents  of  our  campaign.  The  brave  hearts 
-of  old  Pickaway  have  the  honor  of  being  the  first  to  "  rally  to  the 
rescue;''  ami  though  Other  localities  were  not  behind  her  in  patriot- 
ism, the  sequel  of  events  has  shown,  that  the  prompt  action  of  Pick- 
away county  in  being  in  the  right  plo.ce  at  the  right  time,  was  of 
incalculable  service  in  heading  off  the  "ruthless  invader''  in  his  "wild 
career  —  for  there  is  no  doubt  now  entertained   by  any  one  eonver- 

lf  \  sant  with  the  tacts,  that  had  we  not  intercepted  him,  he  would,  most 
likely,  have  succeeded  in  reaching  the  Cincinnati  and  Marietta  Rail- 
road at  Hamden  Station  in  Vinton  county,  at  the  intersection  of  the 
C.  &  M.  R.  R.,  and  the  Scioto  and  Hocking  Valley  road,  and  then 
by  burning  the  stations  and  destroying  all  the  bridges  and  tressel 
work  on  his  route,  have  more  effectually  baffled  pursuit,  and  .been 
enabled  by  a  forced  march  to  reach  the  Ohio  river  at  this  place, 
where  he  could   have  crossed  over  into  Western  Virginia  with  his 

O  whole  command  in  perfect  safety,  ready  for  further  mischief  at  his 
leisure.  There  is  a  "camp  rumor."  as  the  boys  phrase  any  story  th:.% 
is  not  well  authenticated,  that  Morgan  was  once  a  student  at  Marietta 
College  years  ago,  and  being  a  very  bad  boy,  foreshadowing  the  man, 
tie  authorities,  it  seems,  for  some  offense,  put  him  in  prison.  The 
citizens  of  Athens  and  Marietta  believe,  that  one  object  of  the  raid 
was  to  revenge  himself  for  this  indignity,  and  aver  that  Morgan  had 
sworn  not  to  leave  one  stone  upon  another  in  either  city.  Whether 
this  is  true  or  not  I  cannot  say.  but  vouch  for  the  fact  that  the  people 
of  both  places  were  frightened  nearly  out  of  their  senses;  and  when 
we  passed  through,  showed  their  gratitude  lor  the  protection  we 
gave  them,  iu  a  in  inner  highlv  agreeable  to  us.  by  givingua  a  splen  .       •** 

did  collation:  tor  I  assure  you.  that  when  a  "  bold  soldier  boy*  is 
hungry,  or  been  living  on  raw  pork  and  hard  tack,  an  approving  con- 
science, the  praise  of  men,  or  even  the  sweet  smile  oi  lovely  women, 
is  •"  no  where  '  in  comparison  to  full  rations  of  hot  coffee,  bread, 
ham  and  roast  beet',  interspersed  with  cold  chicken  and  other  fixings. 
No  sir,  man  's  an  animal,  that  must  eat  to  be  agreeable  to  others,  or 
even  pelf-compta:sant.  Speculation  and  moralising  has  gotten  me 
ahead  of  time,  and  almost  made  me  commit  a  blunder,  by  telling  my 
story  before  I  had  begun  it.  i  shall  therefore  resume  my  narrative, 
by  commencing  at  the  beginning.

The  Pickaway  boys.in  obedience  to  tlie  call   of  t!  e  Governor,      JT 
arrived  at  Ohillicothe  about  daylight,  July  15th,  utter  a  audit's  earn        -» 
f'jrlabie  ride  on  the  deck  of  a  canal  boat, find  found  meet  of  the  good       - 
people  there  reposing  in  security  ,*as  if  no  enemy  was  :it  their  door.      *o 
Our  coming,  however,  brought  them  to  a  sense  of  their  danger,  an  i 
soon  the  city  iraa  Like  a  disturbed  bee  hive,  alive  with  excitement,       5 
and  everywhere  the  strains  of  martial  music  and  the  sounds  of  many       g£ 
voices  were  heard  throughout  the  city.     Order,  however,  was  soon 
brought  out  of  chaos,     The  companies  were  quickly  formed   into 
regiments;  grand  old   Pickaway  furnishing  material  enouzh  for  two. 
The  men  were  marched  by  companies  to  convenient  places  to 
their  organization,  by  the  appointment  of  non-commissioned  officers 
—  the  commissioned  officers  having  been  elected  some  time  bei  re, 
at  home  —  and  were  then  marched  to  appropriate  quarters  to  await 
further  orders.     We  had  a  pi  etty  hard  time  at  first  to  uret  our  rations, 
because  of  the  immense  multitude, and  many  spent  their  last  quarter 
to  get  a  meal  at  their  own  expense,  rattier  than  wait  in  line  tor  hours 
their  turn  to  eat  at  the  quarters  allotted  them.     The  next  day,  July 
16th,  about  2000  stand  of  arms  were  distributed  pro  rata  to  the  "dif- 
ferent companies  present.    "  Des  Deutseh  Company,"'  of  which  the 
author  is  a  member,  received  li'l  guns.     Hundreds,  and  even  thousands 
■of  the  sturdy  yeomen  were  c.  uopelled,  in  consequence  of  the  want  of 
arms,  to  remain  inactive.     To  some  ot  those  Wt»o  responded  to  die 
call,  and  could   not  be  put  in  service,  the  want  of  arms,  I  am  very 
sorry  to  say,  was  a  perfect  god-send;  and  even  some  of  those  who 
got  a  gun,  thinking  the  tvhole  thing  a  fine  joke,  when  they  perceived 
the  serious  aspect  of  affairs,  begau  to  get  very  weak  in  the   knee>.       *•* 
and  felt  very  much  like  the  boy  that  drew  an  elephant;  and  when       © 
tiie  pickets  sent  out  to  reconnoiter,  rushed  into  town  with  the  startling 
news*  that  Morgan  "was  upon  them,"  tl iey  took  what  the  boys  call       *-*• 
the  *'  Morgan  diarrhoea,"  and  applications  for  fifteen  minutes  fur-       *— • 
longh    became  "fust  and  turious,"  ana  when  the  regiment  was  ready       ►•■ 
to  start,  somehow  or  Other  "  they  was'nt  wed  yet;"  and  some,  who       £: 
were  left  to  guard  the  arms  while  the  rest  went  for  their  supper,  threw 
d  >\vn  their  rides  and  skedaddled,  and  b  ivenot  been  heard  from  since. 
Poor  fellows,  they  must  have  died — requieseant  in  pace.     Euoujrh 
brave  souls  however  were   ready  to  seize  the  guns  thrown  down   by 
the  cowards,  and  soon  the  regiments  were  one  s.  lid  column  of  brist- 
ling bayonets;  and  now  for  the  first  time  things  began  to  look  like 
war.     The  news  th.it  Morgan  was  marching  upou  Chillicotbe  was  a 
f  !-.;  report,  "gotten  up,  perhaps, for  some  political  purpose;"  but  it 
*  is  nevertheless  a  big  -.are,  and  cost  the  city  the  fine  bridge  across 
Paint  creek,  worth  about  >UU)oo. 

The  troops  started  about  d  o'clock  in  the  evening,  July  16th,  on 
board  the  cars  of  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  liaiiroad,  and  were  put 
through  in  quick  time,  t  irty  miles  more  or  less,  (for  here  tiie  author 
took  no  "note  oi  time"  or  dist  mce,  because  ho  was  sound  asleep  in 
a  cattle  car, and  never  awoke  until  the  cars  stopped  at  Uamden  St  i- 
tion,  about  .'1  o'clock.  \.  M.  on  fc/iday,  July  i 7 c h . >  We  were  soon 
formed  in  line,  and  after  a  breakfast  of  one  small  piece  of  bread  to 
each  man,  the  brigade  took  up  its  line  of  march  toward  the  town  ot 
Jackson.  Large  tires  were  sooe  seen  in  the  direction  of  Jackson. 
indicating  pretty  clearly  Ike  whereabouts  of  the  rebels,  as  tiro  and 
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pillage  were  sure  to  follow  in  their  footsteps.  We  kept  "  marching 
ainng"  in  glow  time  until  about  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  when  word  was 
brought  ua  that  the  rebs  were  actually  but  a  few  miles  ahead.  This 
fact  began  to  try  men's  pluck,  and  the  "  Morgan  diarrhea''  began  to 
exhibit  itself  again.  But  here  I  must  in  candor  bear  witness,  that 
the  ••biuody  Lsi"  Regiment,  Major  John  Lynch,  ot'  the  114th  Ohio, 
(who  is  now  at  home  recruiting  his  health,)  Col.  Commanding,  II.  H. 
Sage,  Lieut.  Colonel, and  David  Crouse,  Major,  composed  of  Co.  E, 
1st  Ward,  Capt.  Throne;  Co.  C,  id  Ward,  Oapt.  Try:  Co.  A,  3rd 
Ward.  Capt.  Hedges:  Co.  G,  4th  Ward,  Capt.  Curl;  Co.  H,  Circle- 
.villeTp.,  Capt.  Lindsey;  Co.'s  D  and  I,  Pickaway  Tp.,  Capts.  Bogle 
and  Graham;  Co.  F,  Wayne  Tp.,  Capt.  J.  Campbell;  and  Co.  B, 
Jackson  Tp.,  Capt.  Renick,  had  but  lew  cases.  Several  company 
orhcers,  however,  tint  did  not  take  the  disease  before,  being  sus- 
tained by  the  priue  of  ollice,  now  took  it  fearfully  bad,  and  had  to 
be  taken  to  the  rear  in  a  dying  condition. 

The  brigade  was  now,  about  10  o'clock.  A.  M.,  drawn  up  in  line  of 
battle:  the  "  Bloo  1\-  1st*'  on  the  left,  in  a  cornfield;  the  2d  Regiment, 
Col.  Mason,  composed  of  several  companies  from  Pickaway  county, 
some  from  Ross,  and  a  company  of  sharp  shooters  from  Zanesville, 
were  posted  ou  our  right;  and  a  regiment  irotn  Fayette,  as  I  have 
since  ascert  lined,  and  here  let  me  say  by  way  of  parenthesis,  that  I 
am  the  '•chronicler  only"  of  the  "Bloody  let.")  were  held  in  reserve. 
Here  we  st  tod  for  about  two  hours  in  the  broiling  sun;  and  just  as  we 
wore  about  to  make  our  dinner  on  raw  shoulder — not  daring  to  make 
a  fire  for  fear  of  revealing  our  position  —  the  first  regiment  was 
j&rdered  to  advance  about  one  hundred  yards  or  so  nearer  to  the 
enemy,  into  a  wood  skirting  the  road  along  which  they  were  expected 
to  passu  Anon,  the  enemy  were  seen  ou  an  opposite  hill  approaching 
in  force,  throwing  out  bis  line  of  skirmishers  to  the  right  and  Ion  in 
magnificent  style.  Col.  Hill,  commanding  brigade,  had  in  the  mean 
time  likewise  tin-  wrn  out  his  line  of  skirmishers,  who  had  the  good 
fortune  to  kill  three  or  four  of  the  rebels,  and  to  wound,  as  it  was 
afterwards  ascertained  from  a  prisoner,  five  or  six.  The  rebels  sent 
two  round  shot  and  three  shells  at  us  to  feel  our  pwaation,  or  to 
ascertain  whether  we  had  cannon  or  not;  and  either  fearing  to 
make  a  charge,  or  not  knowing  the  strength  of  the  force  he  would 
have  to  encounter,  prudently  tor  himself  perhaps,  but  very  fortu- 
nately for  us.  declined  to  give  is  tattle.  The  rebel*  all  the  while 
filing  away  to  our  left  and  right,  creating  the  impression  that  he  was 
about  to  surround  us.  All  tins  time  the  first  regiment  could  see 
from  its  position  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  and  moment  wily  ex- 
pecting to  meet  him  in  a  hand-to-hand  encounter,  resolutely  deter- 
mined to  stand  their  ground;  many  of  us  believing,  however,  that  we 
would  be  Literally  cut  to  pieces.  '  Our  Colonel,  calm,  cool  and  col- 
lected, stood  in  our  front,  giving  his  orders,  cautioning  his  men  tr> 
•'  keep  cool.''  to  take  good  aim,  and  shoot  to  kill,  convincing  us  that 
a  braver  man  never  trod  a  battle  field.  Col.  Sage  also  exhibited 
cool  courage  and  admirable  ores -nee  of  mind,  and  held  his  men  to 
the  scratch  in  a  manner  that  would  have  been  amusing  at  any  other 
time.  Just  then,  we  did'nt  feel  like  laughing— more  like  praying, 
perhaps — in  fact,  it  has  been  currently  reported  that  some  of  the 
boys  did  pray,     The  following  report  of  oue  taken  verbatim  t\  lite-

ratint,  will  answer  for  a  specimen:  ■  Tnis  soldier,  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind,  has  an  impediment  in  his  speech,  and  when  rhe  rush  wi  b  made 
for  our  new  position,  fried  to  make  his  "  peace"  first,  and  did  it  in 
this  fashion:  "  O-o-oL-l-lord.p-p-pardon  my  s-s-siiH,  and  f-f- forgive 
me  tor  n-not  p-p-praying  f-f-faster,  b-b-because  I  s-s-stutter." 

The  rebs  in  the  meantime  were  getting  away  as  fast  as  they  could 
on  a  road  leading  hi  a  different  direction  from  the  one  they  intended 
to  travel,  filing  away  toward  the  mountains.  In  their  retreat,  and  in 
full  view  of  us,  they  set  tire  to  the  depot  and  other  public  buildings 
in  the  vi'lageof  Berlin,  lying  at  the  foot  of  the  ridge,  and  about  nine 
hundred  yards,  from  where  we  were  posted.  Our  batrle-held  will 
therefore  trom  this  circumstance,  be  known  to  fame  as  the  battle  of 
Berlin  Heights.  We  fortunately  lost  no  men  in  this  eriira  rement, 
the  only  damage  done  being  inflicted  on  the  enemy  by  our  skirmish- 
ers. Berlin  Heights  was  not  a  very  sanguinary  battle,  truly,  but  yet 
more  important  in  its  atrategetic  results  than  many  a  bloodier  field. 
By  checking  the  enemy  at  this  place,  his  course  was  changed,  and. 
thus  the  M.  cfc  C.  Railroad  wa->  saved,  and  the  mounted  men  in  pursuit 
were  enabled  to  overtake  him,  and  by  concentrating-,  drive  him  to  the 
alternative  of  giving  battle,  or  attempting  to  escape  by  the  shortest 
route.  He  chose  the  latter,  and  tried  to  cross  at  Jiumncrton  Island 
on  the  Ohio. but  was  rner  by  the  gunboats  in  the  river,  and  so  hemmed. 
in  by  Hobson's  and  Judah's  cavalry,  that  he  was  compelled  to  sur- 
render the  '_rre\ter  portion  of  his  command,  md  only  escaped  himself 
wirii  about  <>50  followers,  by  Stealing  his  way  through,  losing  ail  his 
artillery  and  camp  ei{uinpage.  Our  forces,  as  -non  as  it  was  ascer>»  • 
tained  that  Morgan  had  lett,  made  camp  fires  on  the  battle  Meld,  and** 
prepared  to  cook  their  dinners,  each  >■  -Idier  making  hi^  cotl'ee  in  his 
own  fin  cup.  as  i  roasting  his  meat  on  the  end  of  a  forked  st;dk;  this, 
together  with  bread,  constituted  the  rations  that  time;  and  every  one, 
officers  and  all,  made  a  very  hearty  meal  indeed.  Soon  as  our  '.i 
o'clock  snap  was  over,  we  "  right  shoulder  sldi'ted  aims,"  and  trudged 
back  to  Hamden  Station  again,  and  camped  for  the  night  in  a  large 
pasture  field.  We  arrived  in  cam',  bout  9  o'clock.  Two  or  three 
of  each  company  were  then  detailed  to  guard  against  surprise. 
Rations  being  furnished, we  were  ordered  t->  build  camp-fires  in  front 
of  our  guns  stacked  in  line,  and  were  particularly  cautioned  to  take 
the  top  rail  only  from  the  fence;  but  it  so  happened  that  when  one 
rail  was  taken  orV.  the  next  rail  was  the  t  •;»  one.  and  thus  it  appeared 
when  the  >un  rose  next  morning,  that  there  w.ts  no  fence  to  be  seen. 
Fortunately,  however,  the  fence  belonged  to  a  Union  man.  and  we 
being  a  Union  army,  the  da  in  iges  "vc  therefore  ullamplj  sealed  for 
bv  Uncle  Sam.  The  case  w.is  different  where  Morgan  went  along. 
Johnny  and  his  men  irud  for  any  tlnn_  the)  wanted,  and  many  in  his 
line  of  travel  will  \  -.!_'  remember  him  with  regret. 

This  day,  Saturday,  Jul*  lefth,  we  started, on  the  cars  to  Marietta, 
and  stopped  at  Athena  long  enough  to  receive  the  hospitalities  of 
that  glorious  little  city  and  then  sped  on  <>ur  wa)  over  some  of  the 
rn  .-i  stupendously  dangerous  Cressel  work  th  t  the  authoi  ever  saw; 
■onieuntes  riding  high  over  the  top*  of  the  highest  trees  and  at 
others  just  on  the  rerge  of  a  vawniug  abyss,  where  the  least  break- 
ln«r,of  a  coup!  ug  pin,  ur  smallest  obstruction  under  the  wheels,  would 
have  inevii.ii.lv  crushed  the  whole  brigade  toajellv.     i  musttonfese 


we  all  breathed  freer  after  safely  passing  over  this  horrible  road. 
Some  day  when  the  timbers  in  the-e  tressel  works  become  a  little  more 
rotten,  we  will  hear  of  some  awful  calamity  happening  upon  this  road. 

Sunday  morning,  July  l'Jth.  before  day.  we  arrived  at  Scott's 
Landing,  on  the  Ohio  river,  ami  slept  the  balance  of  the  night  in  the 
cars.  Soon  as  day  broke  we  cooked  our  breakfast,  and  afterwards 
encamped  in  a  beautiful  apple  orchard  directly  on  the  bank  of  the 
Ohio.  Here  we  received  camp  kettles  to  boil  our  coffee,  and  mess 
pans  to  cook  our  food.  Our  company  is  a  band  of  brothers,  each 
sharing  with  the  other  find  wich  all,  any  extras  that  they  might  happen 
to  capture.  Part  of  our  company  are  good  fishermen,  and  are  now, 
during  my  present  writing, hauling  a  seine  in  the  Ohio.  I  anticipate  a 
feast;  and  as  ic  is  now  three  hours  since  I  wrote  the  last  line,  I  tell 
you  we  did  have  a  good  time.  Our  Lielit.  Colonel  was  invited,  and 
partook  largely  ot  the  fish  and  other  ijood  thing?  we  had  prepared. 
Sunday  passed  away  without  any  more  remarkable  incidents  than 
eating  and  drinking, except  perhaps  I  might  mention,  that  a  reverend 
somebody.  I  didn't  enquire  his  name,  gave  us  a  sermon;  some  of  the 
boys,  I  noticed,  listened  to  it,  and  some  did  not.  One  soidier  be- 
longing to  our  regiment  got  religion,  and  i»  therefore  fully  prepared 
to  meet  John  Morgan,  and  be  sent  home  on  his  way  rejoicing. 

Monday,  July  20th,  was  entirely  devoid  of  interest  to  the  regiment, 
and  excepting  to  a  few  detailed  to  do  guard  duty,  quite  commonplace. 
The  author  .-kipped  these  little  duties,  as  the  regulations  of  the 
sarvice  excuses  all  orlioers  above  the  grade  of  corporal  from  guard 
duty;  so  I  hereby  recommend  all  you  ducks  that  are,  or  are  to  be 
conscripted,  to  try  and  be  at  least  a  sargcnt. 

The  afternoon  ot  Monday  looked  much  like  rain,  and  the  boys 
commenced  to  hunt  up  boards  to  make  a  shelter.  Night  coming  ou 
it  r  tined  a  heavy  shower,  and  our  shanty  being  a  little  leaky,  we 
were  compelled  to  confiscate  some  of  the  boards  on  our  neighbor's 
shelter.  One  of  us  was  detected  in  the  act,  and  was  reproved  by  the 
injured  party  with  the  question:  *'  Whether  we  did'nt  think  stealing 
hi=  shelter  was  a  d — d  tine  joke.''  We  told  him  we  "  could'nt  see 
it,"  and  that  he  must  surely  be  mistaken,  as  we  were  the  ••bone.-test'' 
fellows  in  the  regiment.  After  assuring  him  of  this,  the  poor  fellow 
rested  an  easier  though  a  wetter  man. 

The  next  day,  Tuesday,  .July  gist,  news  came  that  Morgan  with 
the  balance  01  his  shattered  force  was  moving  up  the  Muskingum 
river,  with  the  intention  to  cross  somewhere  between  Marietta  and 
Zanesvibe.  Troops  were  constantly  on  the  go;  car  load  alter  car 
load  going  by,  until  finally,  on  Wednesday,  duly  22d,  orders  came 
for  the  l.-t  Pickaway  to  eo  up  the  Muskingum  in  a  steamer.  All 
moved  with  alacrity,  thinking  their  labors  were  over,  and  that  they 
would  soon  once  more  be  at  home  with  their  families  and  friends. 

In  the  meantime  I  embraced  an  opportunity  to  visit  the  fortifica- 
tions erected  a  few  miles  below.  On  Sunday",  the  L9th,  on  the  sup- 
position that  Morgan,  being  baffled  in  his  attempt  to  cross  the  Ohio 
would  attempt  to  cross  at  an  excellent  ford'  four  miles  belcw 
our  camp  at  Scott's  Landing.  Col.  Lynch  was  ordered  to  that  point 
to  throw  up  defences  covering  the  ford,  taking  with  him  as  assist- 
ants, Quarter  M  ister  N.  .!.  Turney,  Sergeant  Major  Wm.  M.  Drum, 
and  Quarter  Muster  Sergeant  Jo's.  P.  Smith.     With  characteristic 
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promptness  and  energy,  he  at  once  explored  the  ground,  of  itself  u 
arduous  task,  lor  the  hills  bn.k  of  ihe  river  at  this  point  are  irom 
three  to  live  hundred  feet  high,  intersected  by  numerous  gorges,  and 
traversed  by  many  roads,  all  of  which  had  to  be  examine. 1  and  scien- 
tifically barricaded  to  prevent  a  flanking  movement  by  the  rebels. 
All  this  the  Colonel,  who  knew  nothing  of  the  country,  was  com- 
pelled to  do,  and  to  take  too,  the  responsibility  of  ito  being  properly 
done.  The  commander  of  the  whole  expedition,  Col.  Runkel,  though 
it  might  have  reasonably  been  expected  of  him  under  the  circum- 
stances, had  nor  examined  the  ground,  being  otherwise  too  busiiv 
engaged  at  Headquarter-.  It  may  be  safely  said  that  never  was 
work  more  thoroughly  or  faithfully  done  than  this.  Col.  Lynch,  1 
am  informed,  did  nothing  upon  mere  conjecture  pr  report,  but  per- 
sonally examined  every  point  himself  before  expending  any  labor 
upon  it.  Whoever  told  him  of  any  roads  leading  over  or  around  the 
hills, waa  forthwith  ordered  to  mount  and  point  it  out  to  him.  And 
several  who  were  compelled  to  ride  with  him  for  half  a  day,  were 
very  careful  to  keep  out  of  his  way  thereafter,  declaring  that  nothing 
could  induce  them  to  follow  him  again  on  such  constant  duty.  Imme- 
diately after  the  examination  of  the  ground  was  completed,  the  Col. 
sethis  force,  consisting  of  300  or  400  unarmed  militia,  to  work,  and 
in  less  than  4b  hours  irom  the  time  he  first  -aw  the  ground,  he  had 
two  lines  of  ride  pits,  extending  from  the  river  to  the  hills, completed; 
and  as  for  the  quantity  oi  timber  cut  down  to  obstruct  roads  and 
passages,  no  person  can  have  any  idea  t>r  ever  will  have,  except 
perhaps  the  owners  thereof,  or  the  district  supervisor.  The  position 
chosen,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  was  fortified,  received  the  highest 
commendation  from  the  commander  of  the  brigade,  Col.  Hiil,  of 
Urbana,  a  graduate  of  WTestpuint  and  a  j  radical  engineer.  A  single 
regiment,  in  my  »  pinion,  in  the  rilie  pits,  assisted  by  a  few  pieces  of 
artillery  placed  in  the  proper  position,  could  successfully  resist  the 
attack  of  twenty  thousand  men,  while  any  small  body  attempting  to 
eharge  the  works  would  be  literally  ami  hilated.  But  to  die  irreat 
di^a;  pointment  of  our  men,  Uobsou  an  :  dudah  used  Morgan  up  be- 
fore he  got  to  the  point,  and  sent  him  w;'.h  the  remnant  of  his  men 
in  another  direction.  And  here  I  am  constrained  to  Day  a  deserved 
tribute  to  the  sterling  patriotism  of  ti;t:  iljn.  W.  P.  Cutter,  near 
whose  house  the  rifle  pus  were  dug,  tor  the  very  liberal  manner  in 
which  he  entertained  both  otiicersand  start",  and  all  who  desired  to 
partake  of  the  bountiful  Bupply  of  food  constantly  spread  before 
them.  On  Wednesday,  July  22d,  the  1st  Regiment,  and  the  Zanes- 
ville  sharpshooters  were  ordered  up  the  Muskingum  river.  Accord- 
ingly we  went  to  Marietta  on  the  cars,  and  there  embarked  upon  the 
Steamboat  "  J  onus  l'"wel.''  and  steamed  up  the  river  ■_-  lily  to  Beverly,  j 

where  we  bad  intended  to  stop.  Findimr,  however,  that  Morgan  and 
his  men  were  further  up,  we  went  on,  intending  to  make  McConnells-  - 

ville  that  evening.  But  as  Shakspeare  has  it,  "  1  here  is  a  Providence 
that  shape-  our  rials,  rough  hew  them  as  we  w  id."  Yv  e,  mo.-t  unfor 
tunately.su  entering  one  of  cue  slack  water  locks  on  this  river,  ran 
aground  about  -i  o'clock  1'.  M..and  did  not  succeed  in  getting  through 
the  lock  till  some  lime  after  dark.  This  lock  is  located  <>n  the  west 
hide  ot  the  river,  which  here  presents  the  illusion  of  the  Bun  setting 
in  the  iloit;  many  of  us,  from  the  winding  and  turning  of  the  river," 
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we-e  unable  to  s*  y  winch  wn?  the  east  or  west  bank.  The  boat 
having  started  again,  we  landed  at  a  little  town  named  Windsor,  en 
the  west  bunk  oi'  the  Muskingum,  J7  miles  below  McConnellsville. 
Here  the  news  of  Morgan's  near  approach  was  rife,  and  we  landtd, 
supposing  that  he  would  perhaps  try  to  cross  at  the  ford  at  that  place. 
Our  company  was  taken  to  a  school  house  to  sleep  in,  together  with 
one  of  the  companies  from  Pickaway  Township.  We  had  barely 
gone  to  sleep  when  the  Pickaway  company  was  called  out  on  picket 
— a  most  unpleasant  duty  on  a  dark  night,  in  the  vicinity  of  ;ui 
enemv.  We  were  not  disturbed  any  more,  and  slept  soundly  until 
daylight. 

Thursday,  July  Q.ld— a  day  destined  to  be  ever  memorable  with  us 
as  the  day  upon  which  the  1st  R  giment  of  Pickaway  made  a  forced 
march  of  ten  miles  upon  the  double  quick,  and  went  into  battle 
with  all  the  spirit  and  vim  of  old  veterans.  But  I  anticipate.  After 
a  good  breakfast  on  beef  bought  by  the  company  at  their  own  ex- 
pense and  haul  tack,  we  went  again  on  board  the  steamboat  Jonas 
Powell,  steaming  along  at  the  rate  of  about  5  miles  an  hour.  Noth- 
ing of  note  transpiring  for  several  hours  save  an  occasional  cheer  in 
response  to  the  waiving  of  handkerchiefs  in  the  hands  of  loyal  ladies 
on  the  banks  of  the  river.  On  approaching  within  five  or  six  miles 
of  McConnellsville,  riflemen  were  placed  on  all  the  guards  of  the 
boat  to  watch  for  guerri  las  or  bushwhackers.  None  appeared,  how- 
ever, and  we  passed  on  until  a  courier  came  with  dispatches  for  Gen. 
Hill,  importing  that  the  rebels  had  crossed  the  river  and  were  march- 
ing upon  McConnellsville.  then  about  two  miles  above  us.  The 
boat  stopped,  and  the  men  quickly  landed  and  formed  in  line.  Our 
two  bra>a  twelve  pounders  were  hoisted  on  shore,  and  the  horses 
hitched  to  them,  and  in  a  very  short  time  were  thundering  past  us  in 
full  gallop.  Then  commenced  a  ten  mile  march  on  the  double 
quick  that  would  have  done  infinite  credit  to  veteran  soldiers,  the 
■whole  march  having  been  made  in  a  little  le-s  than  two  hours.  The 
first  dispatch  said  that  Morgan  was  just  above  the  town,  and  would 
arrive  in  half  an  h'>ur,  and  when  we  got  into  the  place,  the  ladies 
were  in  great  consternation,  weeping  and  wailing.  The  gay  appear- 
ance and  confident  manner  of  the  First  Regiment,  however,  dispelled 
in  a  great  degree  their  extreme  tri^ht.  for  each  of  the  boys,  as  they 
helped  themselves  to  water  furnished  by  the  ladies,  told  them  noi  10 
cry;  that  "all  they  hoped  for  was  to  get  a  sight  of  Morgan;"  that 
they  would  "whip  him  sure,"  etc..  ifcc,  and  one  lady  whom  the  author 
tried  to  cheer  by-saying,  "Don't  cry,  madam,  Morgan  will  never 
reach  your  town,  tor  we  intend  to  'eat  him  up!  '"  replied  in  tones  of 
such  piteous  accent,  "  ()  do!  "  that  left  an  iraj  ression  on  his  mind  so 
vivid  th.it  its  echo  is  still  heard  in  t!:e  coils  of  memory.  The  troops 
were  here  divided  into  two  battalions,  one  taking  the  river  road, 
under  the  immediate  eye  of  Col.  Lynch;  the  other,  composed  of 
companies  C,  11  and  G,  took  the  up]  or  or  ridge  road,  and  were  com- 
manded by  Major  Crouse.  The  Major,  in  tin-,  as  on  the  former 
occasion  at  Berlin  Heights,  showed  his  fitness  to  command,  by  ex- 
hi biting  the  most  sterling  qualities.  Cool  as  a  cucumber,  taking 
matters  with  the  utmost  tangfroid,  now  smiling  at  the  little  mistakes 
In  discipline,  and  then, .at  times,  a  little  irreverent  at  larger  ones, - 
placing  himself  in  the   lorcmo^t  post  of  danger,  he  set  an  example 
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that  was  bravely  followed  by  his  little  command.  Morgan,  in  the 
mean  time,  though  said  to  be  "  only  a  couple  oi  miles  ahead,"  like  <iu 
ignis  fatuu3,  still  eluded  our  grasp,  and  the  troops  ufter  keeping  up 
the  dog  trot  after  him  for  six  miles  above  town,  found  that  lie  was 
still  only  two  miles  away,  though  constantly  coming.  Remarkable 
phenomena,  was'nt  it?  The  explanation  consists  m  this,  Chat  the 
citizens  were  so  badly  scared,  they  imagined  Morgan  in  every  bush 
and  stump  not  clearly  seen,  and  so  reported  accordingly.  Our  troops, 
about  six  miles  from  town,  made  a  junction  and  tunned  in  line  of 
battle  on  the  left  side  of  the  road,  and  a  little  below  the  crest  o(  a 
high  hill.  Our  two  twelve  pounders  then  let  skip  "the  dogs  of  war," 
and  we  began  to  think  the  ball  had  opened  in  good  eiruest.  The 
men  went  into  action  with  feelings  quite  different  from  those  they 
entertained  upon  the  occasion  at  Berlin  Heights.  There,  1  will  not 
say  they  were  afraid;  they  only  shivered  a  little.  Here  they  weie  bn.d 
and  confident.  Tht  re  they  knew  they  had  to  meet  Jour  or  nve  thousand 
desperate  men,  with  only  about  17(IU.  Now  it  was  only  man  for  man. 
But  more  than  all  their  confidence  was  in  this  —  that  then  the  rebs  had 
the  cannon  against  them,  now  the  i*aw  paws  were  on  our  side.  Then 
again,  we  were  by  this  time  cldeip(*runced  vekrans.  Let  the  cause, 
however,  be  what  it  may,  the  1st  Regiment  of  Pickaway  now  eagerly 
sought  the  enemy,  and  were  exceedingly  rncu-tined  to  tind  that  they 
were  not  able,  at  their  utmost  speed,  to  intercept  and  force  him  to  a 
battle.  Morgan  it  seems  must  either  be  an  arrant  coward  or  a  very 
cautious  man,  for  do  the  best  we  could,  we  were  only  able  to  get 
within  a  mile  or  so  of  him,  and  could  only  reach  him  with  our  cannon, 
which  kept  up  a  running  light  with  him  for  two  miles,  and  until 
Morgan  and  his  men  had  scunnered  entirely  out  of  ran^.e,  across  a 
deep  valley  on  the  opposite  ridge.  Tie  cavalry  ibree  of  Hobson  just 
now  came  in  sight,  in  hot  pursuit  of  Morgan.  He  is  perhaps  about 
eight  miles  behind,  and  will  be  sure  to  overhaul  and  capture  him. 
We  killed  at  this  battle  10  men,  and  wounding  4,  not  losing,  as  before, 
a  single  man.  The  Pickaway  1st  is  getting  famous  for  its  bloodless 
victories,  and  can  now  inscribe  upon  i  er  banners  two  battlegrounds, 
namely:    "Berlin  Heights,"  and  ••  E.ig!e  Bluffs." 

Morgan  crossed  the  Muskingum  c  irly  this  morning  at  a  point  due 
we.- 1  from  lure,  and  to  avoid  making  a  lung  detour  to  get  off  the 
river  road  to  the  ridge  ro  id,  cut  through  tiie  woods  and  over  about  a 
mile  and  a  half  of  the  roughest  couatry  imaginable,  climbing  the 
highest  steeps,  crawling  down  almost  perpendicular  descents,  and 
Winding  his  way  through  passes  so  narrow  as  to  be  impossible  for 
more  than  one  horse  or  footman  to  go  ut  a  time.  Our  regiment  now 
despairing  of  ever  being  aide  to  overtake  the  "great  skedaddler," 
gave  up  the  chase,  and  wended  our  wai  to  i he  river  over  the  verv 
track  that  Morgan  had  made.  %'esuw>everal  dead  rebels  in  our  line 
of  march,  who  were  afterwards  decently  buried.  The  men  got  to 
the  river  in  a  m  ist  exhauste  i  condition,  hardly  able  to  walk  a  step 
farther,  where  they  rested  until  the  boat  came  up  irom  McConnells- 
v'dle.  When  the  boat  arrived  we  all  went  aboard  and  steamed  up 
the  river  to  Zanesville.  Here  and  there  and  all  over  the  boat  lay  our 
poor  tired  fellows,  and  the  author  of  this  narrative  finally  h>3"t  his 
consciousness, and  did  not  tind  it  again  until  next  morning  after  day- 
light, when  he  awoke  and  lound  hiiuacll"  on  the  boat,  and  the  boat 
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fast  in  the  mud  in  a  canal  about  1U  miles  from  Zanesville.  The  boat 
had  intended  to  make  Zanesville  that  night,  but  the  low  stage  of 
water  decreed  otherwise;  and  as  there  was  no  chance  to  get  the  boat 
oft"  the  bar  unless  the  soldiers  should  get  out.  oui  Colonel,  who  is  as 
humane  as  he  is  brave,  concluded  that  he  would  not  disturb  his  tired 
heroes,  but  let  them  sleep  till  morning;  more  especially  as  matters 
were  not  pressing  greater  dispatch.  Alter  breakfast,  Friday ,  July  24, 
we  all  got  oil  the  boat,  and  walked  up  the  liver,  until  the  boat  Moated 
into  deeper  waters.  "We  then  got  on  board  again,  and  am  glad  to  say 
had  no  further  trouble. 

We  arrived  at  Zanesville  about  9  o'clock,  and  found  the  people  ina 
terrible  fever  of  excitement  about  Morgan  and  his  men.  And  when 
we  announced  our  intention  of  returning  home,  they  looked  exceed- 
ingly woe-be-gone,  and  could  not  see  why  us  brave  fellows  should 
leave  them  to  the  mercy  of  Morgan,  and  he  "so  very  near  "  us 
•'  rumor."  dignified  into  positive  dispatches,  made  him.  But  we 
knew  better:  we  had  satisfied  ourselves  that  Morgan  would  not  go 
where  a  hundred  brave  men  could  be  found  to  dispute  his  way;  and 
then  Zanesville  had  her  sharpshooters,  with  their  lamous  repeating  or 
retreating  rifles  to  defend  her.  So  we  started  for  home  in  the  car*, 
on  our  own  C.  W.  <t  Z.  K.  R.  "We  sped  on  our  way  with  lightning 
speed  to  Lexington,  where  our  Colonel  concluded  to  wait  for  further 
orders  lrom  Gov.  Tod.  The  telegraph  would  not  work,  however, 
back  to  Zanesville.  Here  was  a  quandary.  The  inevitable  Morgan 
was  At  some  of  his  tricks  again.  What  should  we  do?  '  Wait  a  time 
with  patience  " — time  will  tell.  Finally  it  was  determined  to  senu 
Adjutant  Byers  back  in  an  extra  engine,  to  see  what  was  the  matter 
By  this  time  it  was  getting  dark,  and  our  rations  being  short,  the 
good  people  of  Lexington  took  us  in  bauds,  and  bountifully  supplied  i 

us  with  all  the  necessary  "  cretur  comforts.''  Flying  reports  now 
came  into  town  that  Morgan  wax  only  7  or  b  miles  away,  at  a  town 
called  .Oakland;  not  Oakland,  Fairfield  county,  but  Oakland,  Perry 
county.  Well,  as  nearly  all  the  men  had  lett  Perry  to  help  catch 
the  "  flying  Southroner,"  we  of  course  would  stay  and  protect  our 
sisters  of  Lexington.  Company  K,  and  other  companies,  were  de- 
tailed a.s  picket  guird;  and  away  we  went,  two  or  three  miles  from 
town,  on  the  Oakland  road,  to  watch  for  the  fellow  "  that  is  always 
about  but  ne\er  there."  We  remained  on  duty  all  night,  nothing 
transpiring  of  any  interest.  The  next  morning  we  were  treated  to  a 
hearty  breikta-t,  ami  when  about  ready  to  start,  Dr.  Flowers,  of 
Ne«  Lexington, addressed  us  as  follows:  ••  Soldiers  of  Pickaway — 
1  he  citizens  of  Lexington,  and  more  especially  the  Ladies,  thank 
you  <iucereiy  tor  the  manly  protection  that  you  have  extended  over 
them  during  the  night  that  is  past,  and  we  are  not  the  less  <:ratetul 
because  the  rumor  nt  Morgan's  near  approach  was  a  false  report,  but 
(eel  as  deeply  iudebtcd  to  you  for  your  gallantry  as  if  he  had  actually 
appeared,  and  been  driven  away  by  your  superior  force  <'f  arms." 
Col.  Lynch  replied  in  a  few  appropriate  words,  thanking  them  for 
their  kind  hospitality  and  many  good  wishes.  Col.  Sage  being  called 
upon  said:  "  Fellow  Citizens — It  is  with  feelings  oi  the  deepest  emo- 
tion that  I  attempt  to  address  you.  1  shall  not  endeavor  to  improve 
upon  the  eloquent  and  happy  manner  in  which  Col.  Lynch  has  thanked 
you  for  the  very  liberal  hospitality  you  have  extended  unto  aj,  and 
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shall  only  add,  that  the  ladies  of  New  Lexington,  tor  their  approving 

•  miles  and  endearing  attentions,  will  ever  be  held  bv  us  in  grateful 
remembrance,  and  hope,  that  '  when  this  cruel  war  is  over,'  they 
may  each  and  every  one  take  to  their  bosoms  some  true  and  loyal 
6oldier,  who  shall  so  long  as  life  shall  last,  prove  himself  a  kind  and 
loving  husband."  The  Col.  was  greeted  with  the  most  uprorious 
applause,  showing  that  tho  ladies  appreciated  the  sentiment.  Our 
Adjdtantthen  read  to  the  regiment  a  dispatch  lrom  the  Governor  of 
Ohio,  acknowledging  our  valuable  services,  and  "ordering  that  the  1st 
Pickaway  regiment  be  and  is  hereby  discfa  irged."  With  happy  hearts, 
though  tired  limbs,  we  flew  on  our  way  as  only  cars  can  go  on  the  C.  W. 
&  Z.  R.  R.,  and  before  long  we  had  the  pleasure  of  landing  safely  in 
Circleville,  0.,  July  25th,  after  a  twelve  day's  campaign  that  will 
compare  favorably,  considering  all  the  attending  circumstances,  with 
any  campaign  on  record.  For  proof  we  sum  up  the  record  thus: 
First,  We  were  the  first  regularly  organized  militia  forces  in  the  fie.d. 
Second,  We  stopped  John  Morgan's  wild  career  at  Berlin  Heights, 
and  by  so  doing  done  two  good  things  at  the  same  time.  1st,  We 
saved  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  Railroad;  and  '2d,  we  drove  him  in 
the  direction  o(  the  trap  set  for  him  at  Buffington  Island.  We  headed 
him  at  Scott's  Landing,  fought  him  at  Eagle  Bluffs,  and  helped  to  run 
him  down  so  that  he  became  an  easy  capture.  But  that  is  nothing 
here  nor  there;  let  it  suthce,  that  he  and  his  whole  command  are 
captured,  and  that  our  efforts  in  conjunction  with  the  rest  of  our 
brethren  were  crowned  with  success,  and  that  this  great  and  cursed 
rebellion  is  inconsequence  materially  nearer  to  its  end. 

•  There  is  one  lesson,  I  would  say  in  conclusion,  that  all  thinking  men 
must  have  learned  in  the  progress  of  this  raid,  and  that  is,  that  the 
masses  of  the  people,  call  them  by  what  name  you  will,  love  the  Union 
and  the  old  Flag.  1  have  seen  men  w  ho  at  home  were  branded  as  trai- 
tors by  scheming  politicians,  stand  with  bu.red  breasts  ready  to  receive 
the  murderous  me  of  the  deadly  rifle,  or  the  keen  edge  of  the  bloody 
sabre,  whilst  those  same  politicians  remained  at  home  aghast  with 
fear.  Why  then  cau  not  we  at  home  emulate  the  example  of  the 
1st  Regiment?  and  although  we  may  not  eschew  politics  entirely  as 
they  did  while  in  camp,  still  why  may  we  not  in  our  political  inter- 
course address  each  and  every  on"  of  o>;r  brethren  in  the  spirit  of 
brotherly  love?  We  can  and  should.  Away  then  with  the  blath- 
ering politicians,  whose  long- winded  harangue  and  pompous  orations 
in  favor  of  a  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war,  is  nought  but  a  hypo- 
critical pretence  to  cove"  their  own  cowardice  and  unscrupulous 
cupidity;  and  give  us  the  people  only,  whose  heirt  is  always  right, 
and  whose  every  pulse  beats  bi:t  for  God  and  their  country,  and  whose 
spontaneous  outpouring  morally  demonstrates  that  the  union  of  these 
States  in  their  original  integrity  Is  the  indexible  determination  of  all.
